County Inspector Robert Dunlop, B.A.,

stabulary, retires next week after thirty-six 
vears’ police service.. He served in the old 
eval Irish Constabulary as Divisional Com- 
missioner for the Counties of Cork and Kerry. 

After the “ Truce’’ the Divisional CGom- 
missioner went North, and was posted to the 
Roval Ulster Constabulary in June, 1922. He 
was appointed to the staff of the Inspector- 
General, and served at headquarters till 
October, 1926, when he went to Lisburn as 
the County Inspector for Antrim, to fill the 
vacancy created by the promotion of County 
Inspector A. E. Britten, O.B.E., to Deputy 
|nspector-General. 

At Trinity College, Dublin, Mr. Dunlop 
had a successful scholastic career, and was an 
outstanding member of the Rugby fifteen, 
assisting Ireland on eleven occasions between 
1889 and 1894. His last international match 
was against Wales at @Belfast in the latter 
year, when Ireland won by a penalty goal to 
nil, and secured “ Triple Crown’’ honours 
for the first time. 

He joined the Royal Irish Constabulary as 
a cadet in August, 1893, and a few months 
later was appointed District Inspector, third 
class. In January, 1898, he was advanced to 
second class, and to the first class in October, 
1906. Promotion to County Inspector came 
in 1919, and in February, 1921, he was 
appointed Divisional Commissioner for Cork 
aud Kerry.

Asked about the possibility of success- 
ful races, Mr. Guinness said: “ You have 
a very great chance of success, but 
naturally it is up to you people to make 
the races sufliciently important for the 
entries, and let everyone know all about 
the event. 

MOST SPECTACULAR RACES. 
“1 can certainly say, ” he added, ‘‘ that 
this road compares very favourably with 
any continental circuit that I know of— 
that is, leaving apart the question of 
length, which is, after all debateable. I 
think the campetitors should be well 
satisfied with the course when the altera- 
tions suggested are carried out.” 
Mr. Lee Guinness concluded by saying 
that, provided that sufficient entries were 
received for the different events, he 
thought the races would be amongst the 
most spectacular ever run, 
“As there are ample facilities for 
apectators to watch the races it will not be 
necessary for people to spend the previous 
night on the roadside in order to get a 
good position, as I can assure you they do 
on many continental courses.”’ 


MR. QUINNESS’S RACING

GRANARD’S PLIGHT. 


COUNCIL DECIDES TO 
DISSOLVE.

The Granard Urban Council, by six votes to 
three, adopted Mr. J, O’Connor’s resolution 
asking the Minister for Local Government to 
dissolve the Council. 

Influential ratepayers in the urban area 
were present, and the carrying of the resolu- 
tion was received with applause. 
_ Mr. O'Connor said that the ratepayers were 
invited to the meeting as serious problems 
faced the Council, and if a mistake was made 
their successors in years to come would know 
that the Council had been guided by the 
ratepayers in their decision. He had stated 
at the last meeting that the Council was 
£1,600 in debt to the County Council, but he 
had found that it was much more; they were 
£2,078 18s. 6d. in debt, which would be in- 
creased by at least £1,100 at the 31st March. 
The rate in the urban area was 10s. 6d., 
but a rate of 15s. 9d. was really necessary. 
The poor rate in the rural area of Ós. was 
reduced by 3s. in the £ by means of the 
agricultural grant. The ratepayers in 
Granard urban area were deprived of the 
benefits under the agricultural grant, though 
the Longford Urban Council received portion 
of the grant. 

Then, again, the people of the urban area 
were debarred from any benefits of horse, 
bull, boar and poultry schemes in the county. 
The new Buildings Act fell on the ratepayers 
in the urban area instead of over the county 
at large, and the Council could get no benefit 
from the new Rates Act owing to the back- 
ward condition of their rate collection. 

Mr. Pettit seconded the resolution. 

A DEPUTATION SUGGESTED. 

Mr. P. J. Brady proposed as an amendment 
that before the Council decided to dissolve a 
deputation should be appointed to wait on the 
Minister for Local Government, and place 
the financial position of the Council before 
him and explain how badly Granard had been 
hit during the troubled period, and that the 
rate books had been seized in 1922-23. 

The Chairman (Mr. L. D. Kiernan) seconded 
the amendment. 
Mr. O'Connor said that this was not an 
amendment and was only begging the ques- 
tion, After the resolution dissolving the 
Ccuncil had been carried, then let them ap- 
point a deputation to wait on the Minister 
to arrange as to the debt and the handing 
over of the Council's property. 
Mr. Brady—I hold that we should explore 
every avenue first, and only dissolve the 
Council as a last resort. 

After the taking of the vote, 
Mr. Monahan proposed a further resolution 
that a deputation be appointed to obtain the 
Minister's sanction to sell the Town Hall and 
other property, so as to clear off the debt, 
This resolution was carriéd, but the depu- 
tation was not appointed, as the members 
who were proposed to act on it declined to 
allow their names to go forward.

EGG EXPORTS. 


FORWARD MOVE IN 
COUNTY WEXFORD. 


A conference convened at the instance of 
the Department of Agriculture to consider 
means 
industry was held in Wexford. 
the Department felt that some means could 
be devised so as to extend the advantages of 
their schemes, particularly on the instruc- 
tional sides. Co. Committees and their in- 
structors had not been able to get at those 
people who declined to take any interest in 
county schemes.

DIED FROM STARVATION.

INOUEST ON DESTITUTE 
DUBLIN OLD WOMAN. 


A verdict of '' Death due to heart failure, 
following starvation and neglect,’’ was re- 
turned by Dr. Lonis A. Byrne, Dublin 
Coroner, who held an inquest yesterday at 
Mercer’s Hospital on Mary A. Gaskin (75), 
an old age pensioner, who resided for the 
past eleven ye:rs in a top back room of a 
tenement house at Temple Bar, Dublin. 

Dr. P. B. Walshe, house surgeon, Mercer's 
Hospital, stated that the old woman was 
brought to the hospital in an unconscious 
condition, suffering from malnutrition, Death, 
in his opinion, was due to heart failure, 
following starvation and neglect. 

Thomas Byrne, shoemaker, said that he 
visited the woman on February 10 last, and 
she was very ill. Calling the following day 
and finding no improvement, he had her re- 
moved to hospital. 

To the Coroner—The woman had no one 
to look after her, but the neighbours were 
very kind to her. ' 

Coroner—Was there no one looking after 
her in the way of giving her relief, such as 
the relieving officer!—No. She would not 
take relief, and if such a thing were men- 
tioned she would be insulted. She had re. 
fused to see a doctor. 

A SAD CASE. 

The Coroner described the case as a very 
sad one, and said that when the (Guards 
visited the apartment occupied by the old 
woman they found it, in a shocking condition 
of dirt, with old rags and broken furniture 
littered on the floor, while panes of glass in 
tho window were broken. There were sevétal 
cats in the place, to which she had been 
most kind. One of the Civic Guards who 
made an examination of the room had ex- 
pressed the hope that he would never again 
see such a shocking sight as the condition of 
the apartment. There was not a mouthful 
of food or a drink of water in the room; 
no bed, except a lot of old filthy rags; no 
chairs, and no table, In the rubbish on the 
floor were some letters, dated as far back as 
1860. The woman was a native of Dublin, 
but, as far as could be ascertained, she had 
no relatives in the city.

Mr. W. A. Jowitt, K.C., addressed the 
Hlizh Council of the Salvation Aimy 
early yesterday, in defence of General 
Brainwell Booth, in a speech lasting over 
two hours. He combined legal arguments 
vith impassioned pleading for the reten- 
tion of the General in supreme command 
of the Salvation Army. 

\Ir. Jowitt prefaced his address by read- 
ing a letter from the General, in which, it 
is understood, new terms for a compromise 
were offered to the Council. 

Mr. Jowitt urged his listeners not to 
turn out the man who had been il] to the 
point of death. There were tears in many 
eves when Mr. Jowitt resumed his seat. 

The Council had to decide whether or 
not they considered the General fit to con- 
tinue his leadership of the Salvation 
(\rmv. The family doctor, two eminent 
physicians, and two old friends of the 
(eneral were called, and they expressed 
the belief that in a month or two the 
Genera] would be physically fit to return 
to the full command of the Salvation 
Army. 

The Press Association understands that, 
in his letter to the Council, General Booth 
offered to leave the choice of his successor 
to the. Commissioners, provided that he 
yetained his command in a slightly 


modified form. 


OFFICIAL BULLETIN. 
The High Council last night issued the 
following bulletin :— 
“The High Council of the Salvation Army 
met to-day at Sunbury Court. After a 


formal resolution adjudicating General 
Kramwell Booth unfit for office, and re- 
moving him therefrom, had been proposed 


and seconded, the Council had placed before 
it evidence in support thereof, consisting 
mainly of medical reports, letters written by 
the General, and the report of the deputation 
which went to see him on January 11 last. 

“Mr. W. A. Jowett was present on behalf 
of General Booth, and tendered oral evidence 
from a number of witnesses, including Sn 
Thomas Horder, Dr. John Weir and Dr, 
Wardlaw Milne. 

“ Mr. Jowett also addressed the meeting 
at considerable Jength . 

“The adjudication vote was taken at 6.50 
po, and resulted as follows:—For the re- 
solution, 52; against, 5; abstained from 
voting, 4. The Council will now proceed to 
elect a new General.’”’ 


LEGAL ADVISERS WITHDRAW. 

The High Council later issued another 
official statement, in which they stated : 

“ At the commencement of the sitting 
Mr. Jowitt put a preliminary objection to the 
presence of Mr. Gavin. Simonds and the 
solicitor instructing him, on the ground that 
they really represented defendants to High 
Court proceedings, which related to matters 
‘ith which the High Council were not 
unmediately concerned. 

‘In order that General Booth and his 
supporters might have no possible cause for 
complaint, Mr. Simonds and the solicitor 
withdrew,’? 

In the course of the letter which fr 
Jowitt read to the High Council at the 
beginning of his address, General Booth 
avs :— 

“T have tried to meet you in the pro-

CAREER OF COMMISSIONER 
HIGGINS. 
Commissioner E. J. Higgins, C.B.E., 
Chief of Staff of the Salvation Army, who 
was born in November, 1364, has had a 
long and strenuous career as a Salvation 
Army officer,.and for the past ten years 
has been General Bramwell Booth’s chief 

lieutenant. 

He and his father, the late Commis- 
sioner Higgins, one of the stalwarts of 
the Army of the early days, came under 
the influence of the founder of the 
Salvation Army at the same time, and 
joined the organisation together. 

At Reading they were building up a 
substantial business when ‘‘the call ”’ 
came, and, without the slightest hesita- 
tion, they gave up their prospects in com- 
merce to labour in the, at that time, much 
despised Army. 

General William Booth had a keen 
instinct for discovering ability in his 
officers, and both father and son were soon 
appointed to positions of authority. 

In the beginning of his career the 
present Chief of the Staff was associated 
with the training of Salvation Army 
officers at the training college at Clapton. 
Promotion came to him early, his ardour 
as an evangelist and his sagacity as a man 
of affairs commending him to his Jeaders. 


VISIT TO AMERICA. 
In 1896, with the rank of colonel], he 
was appointed Chief Secretary” in 


America, where, under Commander FEva 
Booth, he served nine years. Returning 
to London, he received an appointment as 
Assistant Foreign Secretary. He has paid 
repeated visits to North America, two to 
the Far East, including Korea and China, 
and one to the West Indies, besides under- 
taking innumerable journeys to the 
Continent of Europe. 

As Assistant Foreign Secretary he had 
several years’ training in the Inner 
Cabinet of International Headquarters, 
where the problems of the Salvation Army 
world are focussed. 

Since 1919, as Chief of the Staff, Com- 
missioner Higgins has been the General’s 
right hand, relieving him of administra- 
tive burdens, and, during his lengthy 
absences from the centre, shouldering the 
weighty affairs which normally he would 
share with his leader. 

As an administrator the Chief of the 
Staff manifested just these qualities most 
needed for his burdensome office. Quick 
in perception, he is a man of despatch. 
His decisions, while rapid, are not hasty, 
and at a business conference he is an 
example of tact and sound judgment. 


HIS WIFE’S WORK. 

On the platform he is forceful, ardent, 
strenuous, and throws the whole weight of 
his personality into his calls tu repentance 
and salvation. Commissioner Higgins has 
been ably supported throughout his long 
and honourable career by Mrs. Higgins, 
who herself was a Salvation Army officer 
when she was seventeen years of age. 

For many years she was head of the 
Home League of the Army, which does se 
much in brightening the lives of the 
women and children who live in the poor 
districts. Her chief work, however, has 
been in connection with the department 
known as “The Pilgrimage of Remem- 
branee,’’ inaugurated by. General Booth 
for the purpose of enabling relatives anc 
friends of the men who fell in the war to 
visit the graves of their dead. on the 
battlefields of France and Flanders. 

By this service hostels, equal in comfort 
to a good-class hotel, have been set up 
in Ostend, Ypres, Arras, Amiens and 
Boulogne, where visitors are accom- 
modated on very reasonable terms. These 
hostels form the centres from which the 
pilgrims set out to visit the graves under 
the escort of Salvation Army officers, who 
are familiar with the country and its 
ways. ds

Throughout the long recess, which ends 
with the reassembly of the Free State 
Parliament on Wednesday next, Mr. 
Blythe, Minister of Finance, has been 
busying himself, almost to the exclusion of 
all else, with the preparation of his: 
annual Budget, and never, perhaps, were | 
his budgetary difficulties moré numerous 
or more difficult. 

His attentions have been directed chiefly 
to vital’ questions of economry.. The esti- 
mates for the approaching financial year 
have been drafted, re-drafted, reviewed 
and revised. Officials in every depart- 
ment have been kept busy trying to make 
adjustments to fit-in with the require- 
ments of the Finance Ministry. 

Unessential services are being sought 
out and eliminated, and. even essential 
services, as in the case of the Post Office, 
are being restricted here and curtailed 
there, 


CIVIL SERVICE “ CUTS.” 

Mr. Blythe’s economy efforts are not, 
however, to rest at this stage; in fact, 
the most dramatic part of them is shortly 
to come. 

The settlement of the Wigg-Cochrane 
case, while operating to the advantage of 
pre-truce civil servants, is, it seems, likely 
to have -unexpected reactions upon those 
who become established under the Free 
State régime. In short, Mr. Blythe, I 
um told, contemplates making a 10 per 
cent. ‘‘cut’’ in the salaries of all civil 
servants above the crade of clerical officers. 

Rumours of projected salary ‘‘cuts’”’ 
have been current in the service for many 
weeks past, and it is now generally 
accepted that a reduction of the extent | 
have indicated will be made. 


INCOME TAX CHANGES. 

The incidence of income tax is also 
under Mr. Blythe’s consideration, and | 
understand it is possible that the allow- 
ances for dependents will be disallowed. 
This, of course, would be a serious matter 
for people who, out of slender resources, 
are responsible for the maintenance of 
aged parents or other helpless relatives. 

By way of offset to this change, I under- 
stand that married persons may have 
their taxable position eased to the extent 
of benefiting by increased allowances for 
children. 


THE ECONOMIC COMMITTEE. 

The Economic Committee, as distinct 
from the Economy Committee (of which 
Mr. Heffernan is the chairman) has been 
_sitting .continuously since the rising of 
the Dail before Christmas, and has in- 
quired into many phases of the country’s 
economic life. 

Agricultural 4onditions, especially from 
the point of view of proposed tariffs, have 
been under the miscroscope, and this side 
of the Committee s activities is now almos 
concluded. ' 

Many other aspects of the economic 
situation have yet to be reviewed, and, 
to judge by the present rate of. progress, 
it will be some time before conclusions 
have been reached upon them. 

So far not a great deal of progress has 
been made, and it is by no means likely 
that the:Commmttee will be im a position 
to submit even an interim report to the 
Dail when it reassembles next week.

FOR SOLICITORS.

PROFESSION AGAINST 
THE BILL. 


The bill to make a knowledge of Irish 
compulsory for solicitors is resented by 
the profession. , : 

With only cight dissentients out of one 
hundred and cighteen members present at 
a special general meeting of the Incorpo 
rated Law Society of Ireland, a resolution 
was adopted recording the Society's oppo 
sition to the provisions affecting the 
profession contained in the Legal Practi- 
tioners (Qualification) Bill. 

The meeting had been summoned by 


the Council to.consider the bill (as 
amended in Special Committee of the 
Dail), and the 118 members present 


included representatives of Sessional Bar 
Associations throughout the Free State 
deputed to attend and represent their | 
Associations. The President of the 
Society (Mr. E. H. Burne) presided. 

The bill proposes to enact that persons 
seeking admission to the solicitors’ pro 
fession, who are under the age of fifteen 
years on the first. day of October, 1929, 
shall not be admitted as solicitors unless 
before admission they satisfy the Chief 
Justice that they possess a competent 
knowledge of the Irish language, which 
expression is defined by the bill to mean 
‘‘such a degree of oral and written 
proficiency in the use of the language as 
is sufficient to enable a legal practitioner 
properly to conduct the business of his 
clients in the Irish language.’’ 

Resolutions urging opposition to the 
further progress of the bill were read from 
the Southern Law Association, Cork, and 
from the Sessional Bar Associations of 
Counties Tipperary, Louth, Meath, Kil 
kenny and Waterford. Resolutions sug. 
gesting that amendments to.the bill be 
sought were read from the Sessional Bar 
Associations of Counties Carlow, Wexford 


and Kildare. 


THE RESOLUTION. 

The following resolution was moved and 
seconded :— 

“That, this special general. meeting of the 
Incorporated Law Society of Ireland, sum- 
moned by the Council to consider the pro- 
posals contained in the Legal Practitioners 
(Qualification). - Bill, 1928 (as amended . in 
Special Committee) desires to. place on 
record that the Society. is opposed to the bill 
so far as it affects the solicitors’. profession, 
and instructs the Council to use every pos- 
sible effort to secure its rejection.” — . 

To this resolution the following amend 
ment was moved and seconded :— 

é“ That the Incorporated Law Societv of 
Iheland, while recoguising the legal status 
accorded. to Irish as the national language. 
with its necessary results in the life: and 
business of the people, and while: under- 
taking to apply the princivles enunciated in 
the Legal Practitioners: (Qualification): Bill, 
1928, in the spirit as well as in the letter, in 
connection with the professional education oi 
solicitors’ apprentices, strongly deprecates the 
fact that this Society: was not first asked to

The amendment was put and rejected, 
eight ‘only voting in favour of it.

SCHOOL CHILDREN 
SNOWBOUND. 


FOUND AT MIDNIGHT IN A 
FARMHOUSE. 


In the Isle of’ Man school children’ re- 
turning from Ramsay to Kirk Michael 
were overcome by a blizzard, and were 
found by a search party at midnight, 
sheltering in a tarmhouse.
